Sixty-five men, natives of 
the Mediterranean country, arrived in 
Spokane from Big creek and said that 
fifteen Austrians and two Am erican 
choppers were burned to death last 
Saturday. 


Towns in Great Danger. 


The towns along the lice of 
Columbia and Puget Sound, a short 
coal railroad, are in greater danger 
than those along the Milwaukee line. 
The Colum bia’s agent at Taylor re­ 
ported that the fire was within IOO 
yards of the town. 
Warden Simons has telegraphed to 
the navy and war departments asking 
that the forts and warships at Puget 
sound fire all their big 
guns at 
8 
o’clock In the morning in the hope 
that the detonation will start a gen­ 
eral rainfall over W estern W ashing­ 
ton. 
Charles M iller and W arren Weston, 
timbermen who arrived from the St. 
M ary’s country of Idaho, told a heart­ 
rending story of the death of thirty 
Italian fire fighters. 
M iller and W es­ 
ton were working on a tributary of 
Big creek. 
One hundred yards above 
them were the thirty Italians fighting 
a blaze which was coming down the 
canyon. 
The creek 
bed 
was 
dry 
where the Italians were working, hut 
there was a little water below, where 
M iller and Weston were stationed. 
'‘Suddenly we saw flames below us,” 
said 
Weston. 
“ W e dashed for the 
creek 
bottom, threw ourselves into 
the shallow water, wet our blankets 
and drew them over our heads. 
“ The Italians had seen the flames 
coming too. 
Some of them were run­ 
ning around wildly, trying to cling to 
the banks of the canyon. 
They could 
not go up, because of the fire there. 
W e yelled to them to join us, hut the 
blast of the fire and the draught si­ 
lenced us. 
"W e remained covered for fifteen 
minutes while the flames were pass­ 
ing above us. 
W hen we lifted our 
blankets and 
looked 
at 
the 
place 
where the Italians had been we saw 
nothing but a heap of charred flesh.”

Steel Company to E lect Costly Plant 
at Spirit Lake. 


Duluth, Aug. 26.— Probably the lur 
ge.-t building permit ever issued in 
the W est was given to the Minnesota 
Steel company for the erection of a 
sti el plant at Spirit Lake.

certificate of competency allowing me 
to manage my own affairs as regards 
my part of tribal lands. 
Five days 
later S Sands got me to sign a deed 
to DIO acres, for which he was to git * 
me $1,000. 
He kept the $1,000 to pay 
him for some furniture and a buggy I 
bought from him 
Ten days later hi 
called me up and said he wanted t. 
buy 335 acres more. 
“ In 
the 
meantime 
I 
borrowed 
a 
small sum of money from him, so h* 
gave me $372 for the 335 acres and 
kept the rest. 
That $372 was all the 
cash I ever got for the 495 acres 
I 
never asked how much the property 
was worth.”

Difficult to Estim ate W hat the Total 


Crop W ill Be. 


Crookston, Minn., Aug. 26.— By the 
close of the present week the bulk of 
the threshing w ill be finished in North­ 
western Minnesota.

Red R iver valley to estimate what the 
total crop will be, but a fairly close

nor I * gan suit for double damage* 
amounting to

over $42,000 
W hile the lire occurred in September 
1908. the conclusion of the case wa? 
not reached until the present time. M r 
W agni r conducted the case for the 
gov* rnm ert, and while the court de 
citied in favor of the government, thf 
railroad attorneys presented a motior 
for a new trial.

ALKALI 
RUINS 
CONCRETE 


Belle Fourche Irrigation Project Set 


Back by Ingredient in W ater. 


Belle Fourche, S D., Aug. 26.— That 
alkali in the water has to some extent 
offset the work of the government ex­ 
perts 
who 
are completing 
the 
big 
dam for the Belle Fourche irrigation 
project north 
of 
Belle 
Fourche is 
shown in the crumbling of portions of 
tne concrete work in the aqueducts. 
This process of crumbling was first 
discovered some time ago and the con­ 
crete 
work repaired, but 
the same 
thing occurred again. 
Careful inves­ 
tigation and analysis of the water led 
to the conclusion that the alkali was 
responsible, for the crum bling only oc­ 
curred -where the water runs over the 
concrete or stood on it a couple of 
inches deep. The entire outer layer or 
finishing coat of concrete was eaten 
off 
The experts are of the opinion 
that when the water is turned in from 
the Belle Fourche river and the rain 
and snow water swells the volume, 
that it will cause the alkali to be 
more evenly distributed and will stop 
the eroding. 
The dam is one and a 
quarter mile long, 122 feet at its high 
est point, and contains 1,500,000 cubic 
feet of earth.

‘‘You s:iw tin* account In tho papers 
of the remarkable demand for blue 
tourmalines In China,” said Or. Wil 
Main II. Choate of Detroit recently,

very rich in these gems and that tie4 
demand for them in the orient Is so 
great that the mines here cannot be­ 
gin to supply the m arketV 
"To begin with, tin4 Chinese believe 
that tin* blue tourmaline brings good 
luck, health and warns away evil spir- 
’ts; also tilt4 gem is one of tile most 
beautiful in the world, more beauti­ 
ful, I think, than tin4 rose tourmalin*. 
Un4 green or any tither. 
There are a 
great many unworked ledges in .Maine 
that are believed to have tin4 gems. 
The tourmaline lies iii a pocket, in the 
ledge surrounded by decayed stone i i 
t lie form of dust.

states, some of whom are richer than 
either of the emperors named. 
One 
company' Incorporate! under the laws 
of Maine has mines at Auburn. Minot 
Corner aud near Mechanic Falls. 
"Apatite, one of the stones that are 
milled at these places, has averaged 
$15.30 a ton in tourmalines and $0 
more in feldspar, various ores, beryls, 
aquamarines, ete. 
The cost of min­ 
ing these gems is only $1.5(1 a ton. 
Tile vein is ten feet thick, with Hat dip 
covering three acres, in one of the 
mines. 
"Then there is the wonderful mine at 
Paris, Me., called Mount Mica, from 
which a steady stream of gems has 
c o m e for years and not half of the 
territory has been scratched yet. 
I 
know a young lady in Poston, Miss 
Eleanor C. Hamlin, relative of the 
man who was vice president of the 
Toited States, who has a necklace 
which is the envy of all the crowned 
heads of Europe, and < very one of 
the gems came from a mine owned by 
her family for a hundred years, situ­ 
ated two miles northeast of tile little 
hilltop town of Paris, in Oxford coun­ 
ty. Me., where Hannibal Hamlin was 
horn. 
"In the necklace are all the colors 
that are known to the tourmaline. 
Yellow, green, white, pink, blue, black 
and rose are shades that burn and 
smolder in this remarkable piece of 
jewelry, and I dare say that few peo­ 
ple in America know that such price­ 
less treasures are to be found here.

"It is my opinion that there are 
many hidden ledges in the middle and 
western states that contain equal de­ 
posits. but few of them have been dis­ 
covered. 
There are mines in Califor­ 
nia that produce many tourmalines, 
and they art* mostly shipped to China 
and Japan, where the average prince 
prefers them to diamonds because of 
their supposed lucky qualities. 
"In 181*0 two boys who were inter­ 
ested in minerals had been hunting 
over the hills of northwestern Maine 
for gold signs. 
Late one day while 
they were on their way home they 
stopped to rest on the land belonging 
to the father of one of them, Elijah 
L. Hamlin. 
There had been a light 
full of snow, and a windstorm had up­ 
rooted a tree. 
While they talked one 
of them saw a green tint in the fresh 
earth under the roots of the tree. and.

per, he found a beautiful green tour­ 
maline as large us a man’s little fin­ 
ger.
